Oklahoma  73154-0496,  as  Lessee.  All  printed  portions  of  t  lis  lease  were  prepared  by  the  party  hereinabove  named  as  Lessee,  but  all  other  provisions 
(including  the  completion  of  blank  spaces)  were  prepared  jointly  by  Lessor  and  Lessee. 

1 .  In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  in  hand  paid  and  t  te  covenants  herein  contained,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee 
the  following  described  land,  hereinafter  called  the  leased  pi  Bmises:

8/7/1990  and  recorded  in  Volume  10012,  Page  2315  of  the  Deed  Records  of  Tarrant  County,  Texas 

in  the  county  of  Tarrant,  State  of  TEXAS,  containing  0.244  £  ross  acres,  more  or  less  (including  any  interests  therein  which  Lessor  may  hereafter  acquire 
by  reversion,  prescription  or  otherwise),  for  the  purpose  of  ixploring  for,  developing,  producing  and  marketing  oil  and  gas.  For  purposes  of  this  lease, 
"oil  and  gas"  means  oil,  gas  and  other  liquid  and  gaseous  r  ydrocarbons  and  their  constituent  elements  produced  through  a  well  bore.  "Oil"  includes  all 
condensate,  distillate  and  other  liquid  and  gaseous  hydro  ;arbons  produced  through  a  well  bore.  "Gas"  includes  helium,  carbon  dioxide  and  other 
commercial  gases,  as  well  as  hydrocarbon  gases.  Express  ly  excluded  from  this  lease  are  lignite,  coal,  sulfur  and  other  like  minerals,  In  addilion  to  the 
above-described  leased  premises,  this  lease  also  covers  all  accretions,  strips  and  gores,  streets,  easements,  highways  and  alleyways  adjacent  thereto, 
and  any  small  strips  or  parcels  of  land  now  or  hereafter  owned  by  Lessor  which  are  contiguous  or  adjacent  to  the  above-described  leased  premises, 
and,  in  consideration  of  the  aforementioned  cash  bonus,  Lessor  agrees  to  execute  at  Lessee's  request  any  additional  or  supplemental  instruments  for  a 
more  complete  or  accurate  description  of  the  land  so  covered.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  amount  of  any  shut-in  royalties  hereunder,  the 
number  of  gross  acres  above  specified  shall  be  deemed  coirect,  whether  actually  more  or  less. 

2.  This  lease,  which  is  a  "paid-up"  lease  requiring  no  n  ntals,  shall  be  in  force  for  a  primary  term  of  Three  (3)  years  from  the  date  hereof,  and  for  as 
long  thereafter  as  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby  are  produced  in  paying  quantities  from  the  leased  premises  or  from  lands  pooled 
therewith  or  this  lease  is  otherwise  maintained  in  effect  purs  uant  to  the  provisions  hereof. 

3.  Royalties  on  oil,  gas  and  other  substances  produced  and  saved  hereunder  shall  be  paid  by  Lessee  to  Lessor  as  follows:  (a)  For  oil  and  other 
liquid  hydrocarbons  separated  at  Lessee's  separator  facilities,  the  royalty  shall  be  Twenty-Five  and  Twenty  Five  One  Hundredths  Percent  (25.25%) 
of  such  production,  to  be  delivered  at  Lessee's  option  to  Lessor  at  the  wellhead  or  to  Lessor's  credit  at  the  oil  purchaser's  transportation  facilities, 
provided  that  Lessee  shall  have  the  continuing  right  to  pu  chase  such  production  at  the  wellhead  market  price  then  prevailing  in  the  same  field  (or  if 
there  is  no  such  price  then  prevailing  in  the  same  field,  the  i  in  the  nearest  field  in  which  there  is  such  a  prevailing  price)  for  production  of  similar  grade 
and  gravity;  (b)  for  gas  (including  casinghead  gas)  and  all  other  substances  covered  hereby,  the  royalty  shall  be  Twenty-Five  and  Twenty  Five  One 
Hundredths  Percent  (25.25%)  of  the  proceeds  realized  by  Lessee  from  the  sale  thereof,  computed  at  the  point  of  sale,  less  only  a  proportionate  part  of 
ad  valorem  taxes  and  production,  severance,  or  other  excii  e  taxes,  provided  that  Lessee  shall  have  the  continuing  right  to  purchase  such  production  at 
the  prevailing  wellhead  market  price  paid  for  production  of  similar  quality  in  the  same  field  (or  if  there  is  no  such  price  then  prevailing  in  the  same  field, 
then  in  the  nearest  field  in  which  there  is  such  a  prevail  ig  price)  pursuant  to  comparable  purchase  contracts  entered  into  on  the  same  or  nearest 
preceding  date  as  the  date  on  which  Lessee  commences  it  >  purchases  hereunder;  and  (c)  if  at  the  end  of  the  primary  term  or  any  time  thereafter  one  or 
more  wells  on  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  are  capable  of  either  producing  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby  in  paying 
quantities  or  such  wells  are  waiting  on  hydraulic  fracture  sti  rulation,  but  such  well  or  wells  are  either  shut-in  or  production  therefrom  is  not  being  sold  by 
Lessee,  such  well  or  wells  shall  nevertheless  be  deemed  tt  be  producing  in  paying  quantities  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  this  lease.
